WATER  SUPPLIES 


I am  indebted  to  Mr. E. A. Morgan,  Chief  Sanitary 
Inspector,  for  the  following  notes. 

1.  Although  all  public  supplies,  with  one 
exception  , were  satisfactory  in  quantity,  there  were  variations 
in  quality  and  individually  unsatisfac tory  results  were 
obtained  from  all  types  of  supply  sources  - borewells,  mains 
from  borewells,  deep  wells  and  shallow  wells.  The  majority 

of  private  supplies  - from  shallow  wells  or  ponds  - were 
unreliable  both  in  quantity  and  quality. 

2.  Of  the  40  bacteriological  samples  taken  from 
piped  supplies,  17  were  unsatisfactory.  12  of  these,  however, 
were  from  the  same  source  - a new  borewell  sunk  in  December, 
1946.  As  the  result  of  action  taken  to  treat  this  supply,  ‘ 
satisfactory  results  were  eventually  obtained.  Subsequent 
"check"  samples  taken  periodically  from  the  other  sources  of 
piped  water  supply  proved  satisfactory.  Of  56  chemical 
samples  only  one  was  regarded  as  unsatisfactory,  but  all 
borewell  supplies  in  the  area  contain  an  abnormal  amount  of 
iron. 

3.  None  of  the  water  supplies  of  the  area  has 
a plumbo-solvent  action.

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To  The  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council* 


Mr. Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I present  for  your  consideration 
my  Fourth  Annual  Report.  Whilst  the  year  under  review  resulted 
in  increased  responsibilities  being  shouldered  by  an  already 
overburdened  staff,  one  could  derive  satisfaction  from  the  fact 
that  the  most  vital  aspects  of  sanitary  administration  were  not 
seriously  neglected  as  a result  of  this  state  of  affairs.  My 
sincerest  thanks  are  due  to  the  Ghairman  of  the  Council,  the 
Chairman  of  the  Establishment  Committee  and  other  Members  of  the 
Council,  not  only  for  their  consideration  and  their  realisation 
of  the  amount  of  work  being  carried  out,  but  also  for  the 
practical  manner  in  which  they  helped  to  resolve  the 
Department’s  difficulties  by  their  recommendation  to  the 
Ministry  of  Health  for  the  appointment  of  a second  Additional 
Sanitary  Inspector. 

The  "highlight"  of  the  year’s  work  was,  of  course,  the 
introduction  of  a refuse  collection  scheme  to  cover  the  whole 
area  and  the  extension  of  the  nightsoil  collection  from  throe 
Parishes  to  seven, 

The  completion  of  the  preliminary  Housing  Survey  provided 
statistical  data  which  should  prove  valuable  in  arriving  at  the 
housing  needs  of  the  area,  although  a fuller  picture  will  be 
provided  by  the  detailed  survey  now  in  progress. 

Other  aspects  of  the  Department's  work  are  dealt  with  more 
fully  in  the  Report,  but  I welcome  this  opportunity  of  thanking 
my  colleagues  in  my  own  and  other  Departments  for  the  "teamwork" 
and  "family  atmosphere"  which  is  so  necessary  for  the 
prosecution  of  efficient  local  government.

An  analysis  of  the  figures  for  the  whole  area  shows  that 
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80 , 1%  of  all  the  houses  in  the  area  wore  visited,  and  of  these 
11.24%  could  he  regarded  as  houses  which  cannot  he  repaired  at  a 
reasonable  expense  and  which  should  he  the  subject  of  a 
Demolition  or  Clearance  Order,  The  1,578  houses  in  Categories 
3 and  4 will  need  serious  attention  when  the  immediate  housing 
difficulties  have  been  solved,  and  it  may  he  found  during  the 
course  of  the  detailed  Housing  Survey  that  even  some  of  these 
cannot  he  brought  up  to  the  required  standard  without  the 
expenditure  of  an  uneconomical  figure.

Sanitation  Surveys  were  carried  out  in  10  Parishes  during 
the  year,  some  of  these  were  for  the  purpose  of  organising  the 
refuse  and  nightsoil  collection  schemes  and  the  remainder  were 
made  in  connection  with  the  proposed  sewerage  schemes. 


CONTROL  OP  CIVIL  BUILDING 

DEFENCE  REGULATION"^ 

A total  of  510  Ordinary  Licences  and  4 "U"  Licences  were 
issued  during  the  year. 

In  every  case  a visit  was  made  to  the  premises  concerned  in 
an  application,  except  where  the  only  item  to  be  carried  out  was 
an  extension  of  the  water  service  from  an  existing  mains  supply. 
Personal  investigation  assisted  in  providing  an  opportunity  of 
explaining  to  applicants  why  certain  items  could  not  be 
sanctioned,  and  where  the  visits  involved  joint  consultation 
with  the  owner,  builder  and/or  architect  concerned  it  is 
considered  that  the  result  in  each  case  amply  justified  the 
extra  time  taken. 

As  from  February  1st  the  Local  Authority  became  responsible 
for  the  issue  of  licences  for  housing  repairs  irrespective  of 
the  cost.  Prior  to  this  the  Authority  had  only  issued  licences 
for  housing  and  non-housing  repairs  where  the  estimated  cost  did 
not  exceed  £100.  It  can  be  readily  appreciated  that  as  the 
Department  had,  between  August  1945  and  January  1947,  been 
responsible  for  sanctioning  the  issue  of  494  Ordinary  Licences, 
83  Maintenance  Licences,  107  Essentiality  Certificates  and  135 
Certificates  of  Repair,  the  additional  administrative  and 
clerical  work  which  it  was  anticipated  would  result  could  not  bo 
viewed  with  equanimity,  especially  as,  at  this  time,  we  wore  in 
the  throes  of  coping  with  the  new  schemes  for  refuse  and 
nightsoil  collection  which  were  launched  during  the  most 
atrociously  inclement  weather  this  country  has  seen  for  many 
years.  It  speaks  volumes  for  the  capability  of  the  staff  that 
even  these  apparently  insurmountable  difficulties  we:re 
eventually  overcome.

Only  two  alleged  infringements  of  the  Building  Licence 
Regulations  were  discovered  during  the  year.  Both  involved 
the  same  owner  and  builder  but  in  neither  case  was  the  Council 
in  a sufficiently  strong  position  to  take  proceedings  due  to 
technical  difficulties,  although  the  alleged  infringements  were 
reported  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  the  Ministry  of  Works 
and  were  the  subject  of  consultation  with  officials  of  those 
Ministries. 


APPLICATIONS  FOR  COUNCIL  HOUSES 

It  will  be  noticed  that  this  is  the  first  occasion  on 
which  this  item  has  been  included  in  my  Annual  Report.  The 
Council  does  not  maintain  a standing  list  of  applicants,  but 
invites  applications  in  respect  of  a particular  house  or  group 
of  houses  as  each  becomes  vacant  or  ready  for  occupation.  The 
advantages  of  this  system  far  outweigh  the  inconvenience  caused 
to  applicants.  With  a standing  list  the  Council  may, 
unwittingly,  grant  a house  to  an  applicant  who  has  recently 
left  the  area  or  whose  circumstances  have  been  considerably 
altered  since  the  original  application  was  made.  There  is 
also  the  possibility  of  granting  a house  to  a deserving 
applicant  who  does  not  wish  to  reside  in  the  particular  parish 
in  which  the  vacant  house  exists.  With  the  system  in  force 
the  Tenants  Selection  Committee  is  provided  with  a "live 
register”  from  which  to  make  its  decision,  and  the  other 
Committees  concerned  are  given  some  indication  of  the  demand 
for  houses  in  a particular  section  of  the  area.  Even  with  the 
existing  system  it  was  felt  desirable  that  there  should  be  some 
check  on  the  statements  made  by  applicants,  for  one  can  readily 
understand  that  even  the  most  normally  truthful  of  applicants 
would  in  their  urgent  need  and  desire  for  other  accommodation 
tend  to  overelaborate  and  exaggerate  their  existing  living 
conditions.  A check  on  applicants*  statements  has  also 
brought  to  our  immediate  notice  conditions  which  would  not 
usually  be  made  the  subject  of  a written  complaint  due  to  the 
fear  of  repercussions,  but  which  could  be  openly  made  when  the 
applicant  considered  that,  whatever  happened,  he  stood  a 
” sporting  chance”  of  obtaining  a Council  house.  Although,  due 
to  preoccupation  with  other  matters,  all  applications  wore  not 
checked,  a visit  and  report  was  made  in  respect  of  all  where 
the  circumstances  appeared  to  justify  the  application  as  a 
deserving  case,  where  the  statements  made  were  open  to  question 
or  where  the  living  conditions  warranted  other  action  by  the 
Department. 


WATER  SUPPLIES 

Whilst  an  exceptionally  long  spell  of  sunny  weather  is 
thoroughly  enjoyed  by  children  and  holidaymakers  it  can  prove 
to  be  the  bane  of  their  lives  to  those  local  government 
officials  responsible  for  the  maintenance  of  public  water 
supplies.  That  the  fine  weather  we  experienced  during  1947 
did  not  have  the  usual  effect  however  was  entirely  due  to  the 
contribution  to  our  well  supplies  which  was  made  by  the 
exceptionally  heavy  falls  of  snow  some  months  earlier.  In 
only  one  Parish  (Ashfield)  was  the  annual  water-carting  found 
to  be  necessary;  this  being  entirely  caused  by  its  dependence 
(at  that  time)  on  a source  known  popularly  as  ”The  Bomb>-hole”  - 
a large  crater  caused  by  a land-mine  in  August  1941. 

Although  the  remainder  of  the  public  supplies  were 
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satisfactory  in  quantity,  the  quality  in  a number  of  cases  left 
much  to  he  desired.  That  the  percentage  of  unsatisfactory 
results  from  private  supplies  is  higher  gives  no  real 
satisfaction  hut  merely  indicates  the  necessity  for  a rapid 
extension  of  our  public  supplies  and  an  improvement  in  those 
existing  public  supplies  which  are  at  present  unreliable.  The 
following  table  gives  the  results  of  samples  taken: -

A false  impression  can,  however,  be  drawm  from  ’’bare 
statistics"  and  lest  that  be  created  it  should  be  indicated 
that  although  there  were  50  unsatisfactory  Bacteriological 
samples  from  public  supplies  only  24  sources  were  involved,  the 
new  bore  at  Stonham  Aspal  providing  as  many  as  12  unsatisfactory 
results  before  the  continued  efforts  of  the  Surveyor  were 
successful.  Of  the  other  unsatisfac torybourc^s  three  at  least 
are  to  be  shortly  replaced  by  other  sources  of  supply  - the  2 
shallow  wells  at  Wetherden  by  a borewell  and  the  Hnughley  Green 
well  by  a mains  supply.

DRAINS  Aim  SANITARY  CONVENIENCES 

In  an  area  where  public  sewerage  systems  (in  the  full  sense 
of  the  term)  are  non-existent,  the  nuisances  arising  from 
defective  or  blocked  drains  is,  naturally,  negligible.  liven 
in  those  Parishes  where  a form  of  sewerage  system  is  in  use  it 
was  primarily  intended  for  the  drainage  of  the  highway  only,  and 
its  eventual  outfall  is  either  the  Rivers  Gipping  or  Deben  or  a 
watercourse  leading  to  them.  As  this  "conversion"  of  a highway 
drain  to  a public  sewer  took  place  in  the  dim  and  distant  past 
without  the  apparent  knowledge  or  consent  of  the  local  authority, 
particular  difficulty  is  experienced  in  dealing  with  drainage 
systems  which  have  become  defective.  In  very  few  cases  is  a 
cesspool  or  septic  tank  and  filter  a practicable  proposition  and 
it  is  to  be  hoped,  therefore,  that  the  Council  will,  without 
undue  delay,  press  forward  with  the  schemes  which  are  already  in 
an  advanced  state  of  preparation. 

During  the  year  4 Informal  Notices  were  served  and  complied 

with. 

Action  was  also  taken  for  the  repair  of  the  drainage  systems 
for  a group  of  five  cottages  and  The  Woolpack  Inn  in  High  Street, 
Debenhom,  Although  formerly  regarded  as  a "combined  drain", 
this  system  is  now  known  as  a public  sewer  maintained  by  the 
local  authority  at  - the  expense  of  the  owners  of  the  property 
which  benefit  therefrom.  The  work  having  been  carried  out  by  a 
private  contractor,  acting  on  behalf  of  the  Council,  the  cost 
was  apportioned  and  accounts  submitted  to  the  various  owners 
concerned. 

Although  a large  number  of  visits  could  have  seen  regarded 
as  sanitary  convenience  inspections  they  have,  rightly,  boon 
included  under  the  heading  of  sanitation  surveys  their  chief 
purpose  being  to  discover  certain  data  required  for  the 
organisation  of  the  nightsoil  collection  scheme. 
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CESSPOOLS  AND  SEWAGE  WORKS 


In  the  absence  of  a cesspool  emptier  owned  by  the  Council 
persons  desiring  to  have  cesspools  emptied  have  to  be  referred 
to  private  firms  operating  in  the  area,  but  the  fact  that  the 
Council  has  placed  an  order  for  a vehicle  is  a step  in  the 
right  direction  and  although,  to  date,  it  has  been  a case  of 
'•hope  deferred  maketh  the  heart  sick"  it  will,  when  it 
eventually  arrives,  be  a valuable  acquisition  to  the  Council's 
fleet  of  cleansing  vehicles.  Its  absence  has  meant  a 
perpetuation  of  the  difficulties  associated  with  the  cesspool 
system  in  the  area  adjacent  to  the  Waveney  Hotel,  Bramford,  and 
we  have  been  compelled  to  undergo  a "hand  to  mouth"  existence 
by  relying  in  turn  on  private  sources  and  the  benefaction  of 
our  neighbouring  authorities  at  Ipswich  and  Woodbridge. 

Proposals  for  the  enlargement  and  improvement  of  the  sewage- 
works  at  Iiaughley  are  welcome  and  urgently  needed  as  the  village 
has  for  some  time  outgrown  the  capabilities  of  the  existing 
plant  which  necessitates  almost  daily  attention  on  the  part  of 
the  person  in  control. 

The  private  sewage  plant  serving  the  Broomspath  Estate  at 
Stov/upland  is  still  a periodic  source  of  trouble  but  action  is 
being  taken  to  restore  it  to  its  pre-war  state  of  efficiency. 
Apart  from  the  structural  and  mechanical  deterioration  which 
has  occurred,  the  plant  requires  a degree  of  periodic 
supervision  which  it  has  not  hitherto  received. 


STRUCTURAL  DEFECTS 


With  a continuing  measure  of  restriction  on  materials  and 
labour  it  has  remained  necessary  to  confine  activities  to  urgent 
works  of  repair. 

At  the  end  of  1946  11  Informal  Notices  were  still 
outstanding,  but  were  complied  with  during  1947*  Of  the  26 
Informal  Notices  served  in  1947p  17  were  also  complied  with,  as 
a total  result  of  which  the  following  works  were  satisfactorily 
carried  out:- 

Roofs  repaired  - 23;  Chimneys  reconstructed  - 6; 

Chimney  flashings  renewed*  - 3;  External  walls 
replastered  - 14;  Walls  rendered  damp-proof  - 11; 

Windows  repaired  - 8;  Windows  renewed  - 5;  Eaves 
gutters  renewed  - 3;  Rainwater  pipes  renewed  - 4; 

Floors  repaired  - 5;  Skirtings  replaced  - 2;  Doors 
repaired  - 5;  New  fireplaces  installed  - 3; 

Internal  walls  replastered  - 19;  Ceilings  replastered  - 
14;  Handrails  provided  - 2. 


OVERCROWDING 


Apart  from  a survey  to  discover  the  overcrowding  position 
in  the  Parishes  of  Harleston,  Onehouse,  Shetland,  Willi sham  and 
Creeting  St  Mary  no  special  action  was  taken  in  relation  to 
overcrowding  except  for  the  investigations  made  as  a result  of 
applications  for  the  tenancy  of  a Council  house.  The  survey 
was  made  in  order  to  provide  the  Ministry  of  Health  with 
information  regarding  the  need  for  additional  houseing 
accommodation  for  agricultural  workers. 

That  overcrowding  is  due  to  the  shortage  of  housing 


accommodation  and  is  on  the  increase  is  self-evident,  hat  as  a 
result  of  experience  pne  is  forced  to  the  conclusion  that  in 
far  too  many  cases  the  difficulties  caused  "by  the  housing 
shortage  are  not  so  much  due  to  overcrowding  as  to  the  fact  that 
“living  with  mother’1  has  not  proved  to  be  the  easy  solution 
which  it  appeared  to  be  at  the  commencement  of  a young  couple*  s 
married  life. 


TENTS,  VANS,  ETC 

17  caravans  and  9 sites  were  licensed  during  the  year. 
Whilst  caravans  cannot  (even  now)  be  regarded  as  an  entirely 
satisfactory  form  of  housing  accommodation,  it  is  the  manner  in 
which  the  caravans,  and  the  sites  on  which  they  stand,  are  kept, 
which  is  our  chief  concern.  In  very  few  cases  is  a caravan 
occupied  by  more  than  one  individual  and  in  all  cases  the 
structures,  sanitary  accommodation  and  surrounding  land  are 
being  satisfactorily  looked  after. 


SCHOOLS 

Although  the  local  authority  is  not  the  responsible  authority 
for  the  administration  of  schools,  advantage  is  often  taken  of 
school  visits  relating  to  other  matters  ( e. g. salvage)  to  check 
up  on  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  conveniences.  On  no 
occasion  has  action  been  necessary  except  in  respect  of  a matter 
which  is  under  the  Council's  direct  control  1..  e.  dealing  with 
complaints  regarding  the  non-emptying  of  nightsoil  pails. 


PIG  AND  POULTRY  KEEPING 


The  14  visits  made  under  this  head  are  chiefly  as  the 
result  of  complaint,  but  in  no  instance  has  the  service  of  a 
notice  been  necessary  as  in  every  case  the  desired  result  was 
achieved  by  informal  action  and  advice. 


FILTHY  AND  VERMINOUS  CONDITIONS 

There  are  comparitively  few  premises  in  the  area  which  can 
be  classified  under  this  heading.  When  discovered,  however, 
they  can  be  a considerable  source  of  trouble  and  require  greater 
effort,  advice  and  supervision  than  many  of  a Sanitary 
Inspector's  other  duties.  That  D.D.T,  is  a boon  to  those 
responsible  for  the  disinfestation  of  verminous  houses  is  now  a 
generally  accepted  fact,  but  it  requires  patience  and  ractful 
handling  to  convince  the  slovenly  housewife  that  soap,  water  and 
"elbow-grease1'  also  have  effective  cleansing  properties. 

2 disinfestations  of  verminous  premises  were  satisfactorily 
carried  out  by  the  Rodent  Operative  during  the  year. 


RODENT  DESTRUCTION 
I a~)~  COUNTY  COUNCIL  CAMPAIGNS 

Continued  assistance  was  given  the  County : Council  in  the 
promotion  of  their  rat  destruction  campaigns.  For  the  first 
time  in  its  history  the  scheme  was  operated  for  a full  twelve- 
months  from  October  1st  1946  and  the  net  result  was  a "kill" 
of  39,709  rats,  £314.0.10  being  re-imbursed  to  those  who  have 
voluntarily  undertaken  the  duties  of  collectors. 
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(~b)  MINISTRY  OF  FOOD  CAMPAIGN 

The  services  of  the  Rodent  Operative  continue  to  he  shared 
with  the  Stowmarket  U.D.C.,  hut  as  Stowmarket  operates  the 
free-service  scheme  for  dwelling  houses  the  major  portion  of 
his  time  has  been  spent  in  that  area.  Apart  from  the  re- 
survey of  a large  number  of  Parishes.,  60  premises  were  visited 
for  dealing  with  infestations  and  the  known  ’'kill"  was  561. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  the  whole  organisation  for  rat 
destruction  came  under  the  control  of  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture  and  Fisheries.  Unfortunately , this  centralisation 
of  control  terminates  at  the  Ministry,  and  the  division  of 
responsibility  as  between  Local  Authorities  and  Agricultural 
Executive  Committees  still  remains. 


SLAUGHTERHOUSES 

Although  there  is  no  Government  slaughterhouse  in  this 
area,  assistance  is  given  at  Stowmarket  during  the  absence  of 
their  own  Sanitary  Inspector  and  the  8 visits  recorded  under 
this  heading  refer  to  work  carried  out  at  the  Government 
slaughterhouse  in  that  area. 

Where  a pig  reared  by  a "self-supplier"  is  slaughtered  and 
a portion  is  sold  to  the  Ministry  of  Food  it  is  regarded  as 
necessary  to  have  the  slaughterman  licensed  in  accordance  with 
the  Slaughter  of  Animals  Act  1933*  Two  new  applicants  were 
licensed  during  the  year,  the  total  number  of  licences  in 
existence  at  present  being  15. 


MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS 


During  the  year  64  visits  were  made  to  food  shops  and 
premises  used  for  the  preparation  of  food.  These  were  chiefly 
made  for  the  purpose  of  inspecting  and  dealing  with  food  which 
had  been  claimed  to  be  unsound.  Routine  visits  wore  also  made 
in  order  to  maintain  compliance  with  the  standards  laid  down  in 
food  legislation.  In  all  cases  the  results  of  such  visits 
were  satisfactory.

One  of  the  mills  in  the  area  was  fumigated  by  Hydrogen 
Cyanide,  the  work  being  carried  out  by  a private  firm  under  the 
supervision  of  the  Additional  Sanitary  Inspector. 


CQV/SHEDS  AND  DAIRIES 

MlLK  SUPPLIES 

A welcome  inclination  on  the  part  of  milk  producers  to 
improve  the  standard  of  their  premises  has  been  noticeable  in 
the  post-war  years.  Although  the  labour  shortage  is  still 
acute,  there  is  also  a decided  improvement  in  the  methods 
adopted.  It  is  gratifying  to  find  that  producers  are 
beginning  to  appreciate  the  truth  of  the  old  adage  that  "milk 
means  money  to  some  and  food  to  others”.  This  is  borne  out  by 
the  number  who  are  not  satisfied  with  producing  ’’ordinary”  milk, 
but  who  are  raising  their  standards  to  T.T.  and  Accredited  - 
receiving  a bonus  for  themselves  and  providing  the  community 
with  a better  quality  milk  supply.  It  now  requires  a greater 
realisation  on  the  part  of  the  consuming  public  that  milk  is  a 
food  which  readily  lends  itself  to  contamination  and  should  not 
therefore  be  placed  in  receptacles  which  are  unsuitable, 
improperly  cleansed  or  left  uncovered  or  exposed  to  the  heat  of 
the  sun  for  long  periods. 

Both  the  Ipswich  and  Stowmarket  Co-operative  Societies 
were  again  licensed  for  the  retail  sale  of  pasteurised  milk. 

10  persons  were  licensed  for  wholesale  milk  production  and 
11  producers  were  licensed  by  the  County  Council  as  T.T.  milk 
producers.  One  of  the  holders  of  a T.T.  licence  gave  up 
farming  and  relinquished  his  licence.  Only  2 ungraded  milk 
samples  were  taken  during  the  year  - both  were  satisfactory. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

(a)  FOOD  POISONING"' 


During  May  I was  informed  by  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector 
of  Ipswich  that  cases  of  food  poisoning  due  to  the  consumption 
of  Haslet  had  occurred  in  his  area.  The  cause  of  infection 
(Staphylococcus  Aureus)  and  the  source  of  the  infected  food 
were  known.  Inspection  of  all  shops  in  this  area  normally 
receiving  supplies  of  Haslet  was  carried  out  out,  fortunately, 
none  had  been  obtained  during  the  period  under  investigation. 
The  following  day  the  Sanitary  Inspector  at  Stowmarket  notified 
me  that  cases  resulting  from  the  consumption  of  Haslet  had  also 
occurred  in  that  area;  that  a small  quantity  had  been  sold  to 
a family  living  at  Great  Finborough  and  that  samples  of  Haslet 
which  he  had  submitted  to  the  County  Laboratory  had  proved  the 
infective  organism  to  be  the  same  as  that  at  Ipswich.  On 
visiting  the  Great  Finborough  family  it  was  found  that  they  had 
shared  the  food  with  nearby  relatives  with  the  result  that  the 
two  families  became  involved  - one  comprising  2 adults  and  3 
children  and  the  other  3 adults  and  2 children,  but  the  two 
children  in  the  second  family  who  had  not  partaken  of  any 
Haslet  were  perfectly  Well  although  they  had,  with  this  one 
exception,  eaten  all  other  food  consumed  by  the  affected 
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persons  prior  to  the  illness.  The  symptoms  - vomiting, 
diarrhoea  and  stomach  pains  - were  extremely  severe  for  at 
least  24  hours.  It  was  later  found  that  the  outbreak  - 
traceable  to  the  same  source  of  supply  - was  widespread  through- 
out the  country. 

A smaller  outbreak  involving  3 persons  occurred  at  Debenham 
in  October.  In  this  case  the  infective  organism  was  found  to 
be  Salmonella  Typhi -murium,  and  the  infection  was  connected  with 
a food-handling  business.  Although  18  other  suspected  ccsos 
were  investigated,  the  results  were  negative  and  as  a result  of 
action  taken  there  was  no  spread  of  the  infection. 


(b)  POLIOMYELITIS 

4 cases  of  acute  anterior  poliomyelitis  - popularly,  but 
wrongly,  known  as  "infantile  paralysis'1  - occurred  between  the 
months  of  August  and  October.  There  was  no  connection  between 
the  cases,  two  of  which  were  "imported".  The  primary 
investigations  were  later  followed  by  a detailed  investigation 
which  was  made  at  the  request  of  the  Ministry  of  Health.  Other 
parts  of  the  country  were  not  so  fortunate  in  the  number  of 
cases  of  this  dread  disease  regarding  which  little  is  known  at 
the  present  time.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  data  which  the 
Ministry  of  Health  has  accumulated  as  a result  of  the  nation- 
wide investigation  will  enable  action  to  be  taken  to  drastically 
reduce  the  incidence  of  the  disease.  The  rehabilitation 
centres  which  were  set  up  have  already  proved  of  considerable 
benefit  in  minimising  its  effects. 

Various  other  cases  of  infectious  disease  were  also 
investigated  during  the  year,  as  well  as  contacts  with  polio- 
encephalitis and  typhoid  fever  cases  which  had  occurred  outside 
the  area,  and  in  all  instances  precautions  and  advice  were  given 
in  order  to  prevent  the  spread  of  infection. 


FACTORIES,  WORKSHOPS  AND  BAKEHOUSES 


Very  few  visits  apart  from  those  of  premises  notified  for 
the  first  time  by  H.M. Inspector  of  Factories  could  oe  carried 
out  during  the  year  and  in  no  case  was  statutory  action 
necessary.  With  the  advent  of  a second  Additional  Sanitary 
Inspector  greater  attention  can,  in  future,  be  given  to  this 
work  which  must  be  regarded,  unfortunately,  as  one  of  the 
"neglected  duties"  during  1947. 


REFUSE  AND  NIGHTSOIL  REMOVAL 

An  extension  of  the  public  cleansing  scheme  was  commenced 
in  January  with  the  collection  of  nightsoil  from  the  Parishes  of 
Claydon,  Coddenham,  Debenham,  Great  Blakenham  and  Hrughloy. 

This  was  the  first  time  a collection  of  nightsoil  had  been 
carried  out  in  these  Parishes,  with  the  exception  of  Haughley 
where  a collection  had  previously  been  undertaken.  Despite  the 
difficulties  created  by  weather  conditions  and  the  men's 
previous  inexperience  of  the  area  to  be  covered,  the  refuse 
collection  scheme  for  48  of  the  49  Parishes  in  the  area  was 
commenced  and  continued  as  scheduled  in  February  and  the  night- 
soil collection  scheme  was  extended  to  include  Bramford. 

Needham  Market,  the  only  Parish  previously  outside  the  new 
scheme,  was  included  for  both  the  removal  of  refuse  and  night- 
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soil  as  from  May  1st.  It  was  natural  that  "teething  troubles" 
should  have  been  experienced  in  connection  with  the  new  scheme 
and  apart  from  the  weather  and  the  men’s  inexperience,  problems 
arose  as  a result  of  our  inability  to  obtain  sufficient  or 
suitable  disposal  sites,  the  collection  of  nightsoil  oy  the 
contractors  during  the  daytime,  and  the  demand  for  a twice 
weekly  collection  in  the  Parishes  of  .Bramford,  Haughloy  end 
Needham  Market. 

The  collection  of  refuse  and  nightsoil  by  contract  ended 
in  July  when  the  firm  employed  went  into  voluntary  liquidation 
and  the  Council  was  compelled,  at  the  extremely  short  notice  of 
a month,  to  carry  on  the  scheme  under  its  direct  control.  As 
the  scheme  was  still,  virtually,  in  its  infancy,  the  "switch- 
over" was  not  made  easier  by  the  fact  that  only  3 of  the  7 men 
employed  by  the  contractors  were  prepared  to  become  employees 
of  the  Council.  Fortunately  for  us  the  Cleansing  Foreman 
agreed  to  transfer  and  has  since  proved  to  be  of  inestimable 
value. 

Nightsoil  collection  was  transferred  from  daytime  to 
night-time,  and  this  entailed  my  being  out  with  the  men  almost 
every  night  for  a month  without  neglecting  attendance  at  the 
office  or  on  the  district  during  the  day.  Having  had  this 
experience  in  August,  it  can  be  appreciated  that  I was  not 
greatly  enamoured  regarding  a proposal  made  a few  months  later 
to  revert  to  a daytime  collection  of  nightsoil  on  the  grounds 
of  financial  economy.  The  proposal,  however,  received  very 
little  support  and  was  rightly  rejected  by  the  Council. 

Whilst  every  endeavour  was  made  to  organise  these  services 
and  maintain  them  in  a state  of  smooth  efficiency,  there  was, 
and  still  is,  room  for  improvement,  notably  in  enforcing  the 
provision  of  covered  refuse  receptacles  and  arrangements  for  the 
removal  of  trade  refuse,  but  the  absence  of  a satisfactory 
depot  has  been  our  greatest  drawback  as  the  one  at  Barratt’s 
Lane  has  proved  unsuitable  for  a number  of  reasons. 

The  collection  of  refuse  is  carried  out  by  a driver-loader 
and  two  loaders  using  one  vehicle  for  the  emptying  of 
receptacles  from  1353  premises  weekly  and  3210  premises 
fortnightly.  An  "emergency  vehicle"  is  also  brought  into  use 
occasionally , but  this  is  a much  older  vehicle  and  will  have  to 
be  replaced  whenever  two  vehicles  are  needed  for  regular  use. The 
nightsoil  tearjjfeonsists  of  a driver-loader  and  two  loaders,  the 
number  of  pails  emptied  weekly  being  1 454,  with  246  pails  being 
emptied  twice  weekly. 

We  can,  generally  speaking  however,  be  fully  satisfied 
with  the  efficiency  of  the  scheme  which  has  amply  repaid  the 
"spadework"  which  was  entailed,  and  it  should  be  far  easier  to 
overcome  any  future  difficulties  which  will  arise. 


RIVERS  POLLUTION 
DITCHES  AND  WATERCOURSES 

The  pollution  of  the  Gipping  was  again  at  its  worst  during 
the  summer  months  and  a number  of  visits  were  made  both  alone 
and  in  company  with  the  County  Sanitary  Officer,  the  Stowmarket 
Sanitary  Inspector  and  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  Whilst 
it  was  noticeable  that  the  pollution  was  emanating  from  a 
variety  of  sources,  the  chief  culprit  was  already  well-known, 
but,  pending  the  installation  of  a new  sewerage  system  at 
Stowmarket,  no  action  is  contemplated  against  this  particular

firm.  Meanwhile  the  pollution  continues  and  will  remain, 
despite  conferences  and  consultations,  until  those  responsible 
for  the  creation  of  this  obnoxious  state  of  affairs  see  it  as 
their  duty  to  the  community  and  the  amenities  of  the  district 
to  discontinue  their  practice  of  making  the  river  the 
receptacle  for  their  unwanted  filth. 

Although  progress  was  made  with  the  widening  and  deepening 
of  the  watercourse  between  Vi/hite  House  Bridge,  Debenham  and 
Ashfield  Place,  the  work  had  not  been  completed  by  the  end  of 
the  year,  and  the  portion  for  which  the  Internal  Drainage  Board 
has  undertaken  responsibility  still  remained  undone. 

Negotiations  were,  however,  entered  into  between  the  Council 
and  the  Agricultural  Executive  Committee  for  an  approximate 
length  of  250  yards  at  The  Wash,  Debenham,  to  be  dealt  with. 

This  portion  of  the  watercourse  is  rapidly  developing  into  a 
cesspool  for  the  sink  waste  and  other  drainage  from  the  area 
around  the  lower  portion  of  High  Street  and  with  the  clearance 
of  the  watercourse  it  will  be  necessary  to  adopt  other  methods 
to  prevent  the  further  pollution  of  the  stream. 

Parish  Pond,  Bramford,  which  receives  surface  water  from 
the  nearby  highway  is  a stagnant  pond  having  no  apparent  outlet. 
Complaints  were  received  during  the  year  that  the  pond  itself 
and  the  surrounding  land  had  been  made  the  tipping -ground  for 
refuse  - some  of  which  was  of  an  offensive  nature.  Although 
there  was  no  justification  for  these  deposits,  as  a weekly 
collection  of  refuse  and  nightsoil  is  made  in  the  area,  and  the 
creation  of  such  deposits  is,  in  any  case,  an  offence,  to  obtain 
the  necessary  evidence  for  production  in  a court  of  law  is 
extremely  difficult.  It  was  felt  that  nothing  short  of  a 214- 
hour  watch,  the  watcher  being  armed  with  a shot-gun,  would 
achieve  the  desired  result.  Such  is  the  unpredictability  of 
human  nature,  however,  that  the  mere  erection  of  an  official 
notice-board  and  sundry  warnings  to  the  inhabitants  of  the 
houses  in  that  area  has  achieved  the  desired  result.  The 
already  existing  accumulations  were  removed  by  the  refuse 
collectors  during  the  course  of  their  weekly  visits  to  the  area, 
and  there  is  now  no  cause  for  offence. 


SALVAGE 


Between  February  and  July  the  collection  and  disposal  of 
salvage  was  the  responsibility  of  the  refuse  removal 
contractors,  but  from  figures  submitted  by  them  monthly  returns 
were  compiled  and  submitted  to  the  Board  of  Trade. 

For  the  remaining  six  months  of  the  year  (January  and 
August  to  December)  the  proceeds  from  the  sale  of  salvage 
accrued  to  the  Council,  and  the  respective  figures  of  the 
contractors  and  ourselves  are  given  below: -

Whilst  the  voluntary  assistance  of  the  W.V.S.  and  the 
Women’s  Institutes  is  no  longer  available,  the  effect  of  the 
house-to-house  collection  of  salvage,  in  conjunction  with 
refuse  removal,  is  providing  an  upward  trend  in  the  salvage 
returns,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  this,  combined  with  an 
increasing  awareness  on  the  part  of  the  general  public  of  the 
continued  urgent  need  for  salvage,  will  assist  in  raising  our 
receipts  from  salvage  to  its  war-time  level.
